“What do you think of Britain 
a good risk?" Willkie was 
asked.

lieve I should express my opinion 
at this time.

Further resgistrations will pro­ 
gressively take in the older men, 
leaving the 18-year-old boys, rep­ 
resenting the class of 1922, to the 
last. 
The number of men affected by 
the new proclamation at present 
is problematical, since the reserv­ 
ed schedule is still to be pruned 
and the new schedule is not yet 
complete.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Physical Therapy 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• It has struck me for some time 
that it is rather strange that when 
I hear people talking about their 
complaints and w hat has been 
done for them, they so seldom seem 
to have taken advantage of the 
measures which come under the 
general head of physical therapy. 
A person with neuralgia will have 
taken all kinds of anodynes and 
pain-killing remedies which upset 
his stomach but will never have 
thought of trying infra-red light. 
Those with skin eruptions have

used ointments and greases for 
years but have never had the ad­ 
vantage of light treatm ent or 
X-ray treatm ent. And those with 
rheumatism, either of the muscles 
or the joints, have tried all sorts 
of things but have never had the 
advantage of diatherm y. 
Physical therapy includes the 
use of everything th at might be 
called N ature’s methods — w ater, 
light, heat and cold. I include mas­ 
sage under N ature’s methods be­ 
cause the natural thing for any­ 
one to do when he has had an in­ 
jury is to rub the affected part. 
The dog licks his wounds, which 
is a form of physical therapy. 
Includes Four Treatments 
Specifically, physical therapy 
includes (I) massage, (2) exer­ 
cises, (3) light which ranges from 
sunlight to artificial radiation, (4) 
water or hydrotherapy — baths, 
local applications, pools for infan­ 
tile paralysis, cold sponge baths 
for fever, the hot pack and the 
cold pack for nervous conditions, 
insomnia or fever, (5) electro­ 
therapy, including diathermy and 
the production of artificial fever, 
which 
is 
applicable 
to 
many 
diseases. 
Every hospital in a city of any 
size should try to have a physical 
therapy departm ent. It is my ex­ 
perience they will soon find that 
the number of patients they have 
justifies the expense of putting in 
a trained technician. 
Some weeks ago I gave the 
methods of treatm ent in physical 
therapy that could be used in arth­ 
ritis at home, by the patient or a 
member of the family after a little 
instruction. There are, however, 
of course, many valuable forms of 
physical therapy th at cannot be 
used by the unskilled and for this 
reason tho technician in physical 
therapy should be considered. As 
a m atter of fact, physical therapy 
is now a specialty in which many 
full-fledged M.D.'s engage.

And just as no ethical and con­ 
scientious nurse will care to as­ 
sume the role of an independent 
practitioner but will content her­ 
self with strictly carrying out the 
instructions given her by her*med- 
ical employers, so no technician 
can carry out any form of treat­ 
ment beyond the specific directions 
prescribed by physicians qualified 
as physical therapeutists, as other­ 
wise the doors would be opened 
wide to medical anarchy with re­ 
sultant incalculable injury to in­ 
nocent sufferers." 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. B.:—"Excluding economic or 
social conditions, what, in your 
opinion, would be considered a de­ 
sirable and most healthy climate?
